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Province offers details of 
Federal Building makeover 


makeover The Alberta gov¬ 
ernment has released its 
plans for the $356-million 
makeover of the Federal 
Building near the legisla¬ 
ture in Edmonton. 

The blueprint includes a 
650-spot underground park¬ 
ing lot and a plaza with an 
outdoor skating rink. 

Construction has already 
begun on the parking 
garage, which is scheduled 
to be finished in the spring 
of 2011. 

The entire renovation is 
expected to be done by the 
fall of 2011. 

While named the Federal 
Building, the 10-storey com¬ 


plex actually belongs to the 
province. It was built in the 
1950s and has been vacant 
since 1989. 

“When we set out to reju¬ 
venate the Federal Building, 
we recognized that the 
building had to do more 
than simply provide Alberta 
Public Service employees or 
(members of the legislature) 
a place to work,” Infrastruc¬ 
ture Minister Jack Hayden 
said in a news release. 

“This will improve the ex¬ 
perience for visitors and so¬ 
lidify the legislature 
grounds’ status as a public 
destination.”

Remand Centre inmate likely 
fatally beaten over debt: Report 


death Police say the first 
person to ever be murdered 
at the Edmonton Remand 
Centre was likely beaten up 
over a debt of between $40

A fatality inquiry report 
says inmate Todd Steven¬ 
son, 40, was beaten to death 
on Sept. 10, 2005, but that 
his assailants probably did¬ 
n’t mean to kill him. No one 
was charged in his death 
due to a lack of evidence. 

The report says Stevenson 
was housed in a unit with 


serious criminals as he 
awaited trial on drug 
charges. 

Police told the inquiry 
their investigation was 
hampered because of the 
way the centre’s guards 
dealt with Stevenson’s cell¬ 
mate and the main suspects 
in the case. 

Judge Leo Wenden, who 
headed the inquiry, says he 
can’t make any recommen¬ 
dations in the case due to 
the lack of evidence.

Nursing students rally 
against hiring freeze 

Entire graduating class may leave Alberta, group warns

Many nursing students 
fear they’ll be jobless after 
graduation, despite what 
they say is a nursing short¬ 
age in Alberta. 

A group of University of 
Alberta nursing students 
met at the legislature 
Thursday to protest 
against Alberta Health Ser¬ 
vice’s freeze on hiring reg¬ 
istered nurses. They say 
the quality of health care 
in Alberta will “continue 
to decline” as a result. 

The students said the 
province poured money in¬ 
to education to meet an 
“overwhelming demand” 
for nurses, then over the 
summer AHS declared the 
shortage “resolved.” 

They said AHS has adopt¬ 
ed a strategy of restricted 
hiring and replacing RN’s 
with “less-educated” li¬ 
censed practical nurses to 


cut costs. 

Jennifer Hinz, a fourth- 
year student, said research 
articles have linked RNs to 
fewer health complica¬ 
tions, shorter hospital 
stays and fewer readmis¬ 
sions — which reduces 
costs in the long run. 

According to the stu¬ 


dents’ recent poll of 230 
nursing students, 80 per 
cent said they would leave 
the province to find a job. 

“Alberta is about to lose 
an entire graduating class, 
compounding an existing 
nursing shortage,” said stu¬ 
dent Quinn Grundy, who 
will graduate in December.

Critics blast

New hope in AIDS fight 


For the first time, an 
experimental vaccine has 
prevented infection with 
the AIDS virus, a 
watershed event in the 
deadly epidemic and a sur¬ 
prising result. Recent fail¬ 
ures led many scientists to 
think such a vaccine might 
never be possible. 

The World Health Organi¬ 
zation and the UN agency 
UNAIDS said the results “in¬ 
stilled new hope” in the 
field of HIV vaccine re¬ 
search. 

The vaccine — a combina¬ 
tion of two previously un¬ 
successful vaccines — cut 
the risk of becoming infect¬ 
ed with HIV by more than 
31 per cent in the world’s 
largest AIDS vaccine trial of

teers in Thailand, re¬ 
searchers announced Thurs¬ 
day in Bangkok. 

Even though the benefit 
is modest, “it’s the first evi¬ 
dence that we could have a 
safe and effective preven¬ 
tive vaccine,” Col. Jerome 
Kim told The Associated 
Press. He helped lead the 
study for the U.S. Army, 
which sponsored it with the 
National Institute of Allergy 
and Infectious Diseases. 


Dr. Alan Bernstein, execu¬ 
tive director of the Global 
HIV Vaccine Enterprise, said 
it was a landmark day. 

“It is the very first time 
that there’s been any evi¬ 
dence that it would be pos¬ 
sible to develop a vaccine 
that would confer protec¬ 
tion against HIV in hu¬ 
mans,” Bernstein, the past 
president of the Canadian 
Institutes of Health Re¬ 
search, said from New York. 

“I can’t tell you how excit¬ 
ing a day this is.” 

Even a marginally helpful 
vaccine could have a big im¬ 
pact. Every day, 7,500 peo¬ 
ple worldwide are newly in¬ 
fected with HIV; two mil¬ 
lion died of AIDS in 2007, 
UNAIDS estimates.

Protesters, police dash at G20 summit 


Pittsburgh Police threw 
canisters of pepper spray 
and smoke at marchers 
protesting the Group of 20 
summit Thursday in Pitts¬ 
burgh after anarchists re¬ 
sponded to calls to disperse 
by rolling trash bins and 
throwing rocks. 

The march turned chaotic 
at just about the same time 
that U.S. President Barack 
Obama and first lady 
Michelle Obama arrived for 
a meeting with leaders of 
the world’s major 
economies. 

The clashes began after 
hundreds of protesters, 
many advocating against 
capitalism, tried to march 
from an outlying neighbour¬ 
hood toward the conven-

tion centre where the sum¬ 
mit is being held. 

The hundreds of 
marchers included small 
groups of self-described an¬ 
archists, some wearing dark 
clothes and bandanas and 
cariying black flags. Others 
wore helmets and safety 
goggles. About an hour after 


the clashes started, the po¬ 
lice and protesters were at a 
standoff. 

The march had begun at a 
city park, where an activist 
from New York City, dressed 
in a white suit with a 
preacher’s collar, started it 
off with a speech through a 
bullhorn. 

“They are not operating 
on Earth time. ... They are 
accommodating the devil,” 
he said. “To love democracy 
and to love the Earth is to be 
a radical now.” The activist, 
Billy Talen, travels the coun¬ 
try preaching against con¬ 
sumerism. He initially iden¬ 
tified himself as “the Rev. 
Billy from the Church of Life 
After Shopping.”

G8 gives Iran nuclear 
ultimatum, but China balks 


nuclear Pressure deep¬ 
ened against Iran on 
Thursday when the 
world’s eight top econom¬ 
ic powers gave Tehran un¬ 
til year’s end to cease en¬ 
riching uranium or face 
new sanctions, but resist¬ 
ance from China could 
undermine the effort. 

Washington has been 
pushing for heavier sanc¬ 
tions if Iran does not 
agree to end enrichment, 
which many nations be¬ 
lieve is part of Tehran’s 
drive to build a nuclear 
weapon. 

Iran says its nuclear 
program is designed to 
generate electricity. 

But, the prospects of 
pushing a new sanctions 
resolution through the Se¬ 


curity Council were un¬ 
dercut Thursday when 
China, one of the veto- 
wielding permanent 
members, rejected the 
idea. 

Instead, more diplomat¬ 
ic efforts are needed, Chi¬ 
nese Foreign Ministry 
spokeswoman Jiang Yu 
told reporters in Beijing 
at a news conference, reit¬ 
erating a long-held stance. 

Current UN sanctions 
on Iran are meant to pro¬ 
hibit exports of sensitive 
nuclear material and tech¬ 
nology. 

Iranian President Mah¬ 
moud Ahmadinejad, in 
his Wednesday speech to 
the General Assembly, did 
not mention the nuclear

An Afghan immigrant who 
received explosives train¬ 
ing from al-Qaida went 
from one beauty supply 
store to another, buying 
up large quantities of hy¬ 
drogen peroxide and nail- 
polish remover, in a chill¬ 
ing plot to build bombs 
for attacks on U.S. soil, au¬ 
thorities charged 
Thursday. 

Najibullah Zazi, a 24-year- 
old shuttle driver at the 
Denver airport, was indict¬ 
ed in New York on charges 
of conspiracy to use 
weapons of mass destruc¬ 
tion. Investigators found 
bomb-making instructions 
on his computer’s hard 
drive and said Zazi used a 
hotel room in Colorado to 
tiy to cook up explosives a 
few weeks ago before a trip 
to New York. 

The extent of Zazi’s ties to 
al-Qaida was unclear, but if

the allegations prove true, 
this could be the first oper¬ 
ating al-Qaida cell to be un¬ 
covered inside the U.S. since 
the Sept. 11, 2001, attacks. 

Prosecutors said they 
have yet to establish exactly 
when and where the Zazi 
attacks were supposed to 
take place. But Attorney 
General Eric Holder said in 
Washington, “We believe 
any imminent threat aris¬ 


ing from this case has been 
disrupted.” 

A law enforcement offi¬ 
cial told The Associated 
Press on Thursday that Zazi 
had associates in New York 
who were in on the plot. 

Zazi was arrested in Den¬ 
ver last weekend and was 
charged along with his fa¬ 
ther and a New York City 
imam with lying to investi¬ 
gators. Authorities said in 
the past few days that they 
feared Zazi and others 
might have been planning 
to detonate homemade 
bombs on New York trains. 

Explosives built with hy¬ 
drogen peroxide killed 52 
people four years ago in the 
London transit system. 
They are easy to conceal 
and detonate, and last 
week’s warnings asked au¬ 
thorities to be on the look¬ 
out for them.

Dubious returns on investment 



t’s civic budget time 
again. This signals yet 
another round of per¬ 
centage, percentage, 
who can guess the per¬ 
centage tax increase. We 
will likely start with an ab¬ 


surdly high number put 
forth by the city adminis¬ 
tration and then see it re¬ 
duced by our guardians of 
the public purse. One 
thing for sure is tax rates 
are unlikely to be going 
down. 

So where is all our mon¬ 
ey going? It’s been suggest¬ 
ed that the cost of policing 
be included with our tax 
notices. Not a bad idea 
since it accounts for about 
17 per cent of the operat¬ 
ing budget. I doubt very 
much that anyone who can 


read about the stabbings, 
muggings and thefts that 
seem to plague this city 
would want to see that 
number reduced. But as 
one city councillor has sug¬ 
gested, why not include 
more information than 
that? And better still, why 
not show how much we 
are paying is increasing 
year over year? 

Last year’s budget shows 
that in 2009, employee 
costs amounted for 56 per 
cent of the $1.6-billion op¬ 
erating budget. That’s a big 


whack of change. If you 
think the city’s role is to 
create good paying jobs 
with your tax dollars, then 
you’re not going to have a 
problem with that. Howev¬ 
er, when you look at the 
fact that only 14 per cent 
of the budget goes to pro¬ 
viding the services we ex¬ 
pect from the city, you 
might want to rethink 
your position. 

In addition to providing 
services, there are a whole 
lot of other things the city 
does that cost us money 


and provide a dubious re¬ 
turn on investment. The 
edmontonstories.ca web¬ 
site, of which the mayor is 
so proud, is but one exam¬ 
ple. Last year it cost us $1 
million and received 
116,000 hits. If you do the 
math, that turns out to be 
$8.60 per hit. Next year it 
is projected to cost an addi¬ 
tional $1 million. 

Doing the real work of 
the city can be boring. So 
it’s not surprising our mu¬ 
nicipal mavens come up 
with interesting, if unpro¬ 


ductive, ways to spend our 
money. Let’s look at ed¬ 
montonstories.ca from this 
perspective. A first-year 
constable earns about 
$50,000 per year. The $2 
million the mayor thinks 
is a good idea to sink into a 
stoiy site would pay the 
salaries of 40 new officers 
for one year. What’s going 
to make you sleep better at 
night, stories or officers?

Raising Expectations for adoptive families 



Families created through 
adoption or assisted repro¬ 
duction should celebrate 
the new report in Ontario 
acknowledging the value 
and struggles it took to 
build those families. 

Now it’s time for Ontario 
Premier Dalton McGuinty 
and his cabinet to act on 
Raising Expectations’ criti¬ 
cal recommendations. 

As an adoptive parent, 
and an adoptee, I know 
first-hand the barriers that 
hamper the efforts of fami¬ 
lies to adopt through the 
public system. The panel’s 


first recommendations deal 
with adoption. Implement¬ 
ing the report’s call for a 
central adoption agency, 
subsidies and post-adoption 
supports for parents of chil¬ 
dren classified as “special 
needs” would help disman¬ 
tle those barriers. 

As Raising Expectations 
points out, stigma, miscon¬ 
ception and blame cloud 
both adoption and assisted 
reproduction. One such 
misconception is that doing 
nothing is a good option. 

It costs $32,000 a year to 
keep a child in the care of 
the province. That’s $300 
million a year in total for 
9,400 Crown wards. Subse¬ 
quent societal costs of hav¬ 
ing children age out of the 
foster care system, drop out 


of school, become home¬ 
less, or become a teen par¬ 
ent themselves are even 
greater. 

Many friends have shared 
the emotional and physical 
toll that infertility treat¬ 
ments take. Those who 
eventually conceive are 
thrilled. Others are devas¬ 
tated by being unable to be¬ 
come a parent. 

Their struggle also takes 
an economic toll on the 
province. That’s because 
the high cost of fertility 
treatments — roughly 
$10,000 a cycle — encour¬ 
ages women to have several 
fertilized eggs implanted at 
once. That results in multi¬ 
ple births, which cost the 
health-care system more be¬ 
cause of negative health 


outcomes for both mother 
and children. 

Paying for three cycles of 
infertility treatments, as the 
report recommends, would 
reduce the incentive for 
multiple births and cut 
those health-care costs. 

Making the legislative 
and policy changes required 
to support people prepared 
to parent the thousands of 
children waiting forever for 
families will further help 
the province’s bottom line. 

Even if you don’t agree 
with the principles behind 
building strong, healthy 
families, the numbers tell 
the tale.

Real estate recession 
over, report reveals 


House hunters still waiting 
for prices to drop further 
before buying may have 
sat on the sidelines too 
long, according to a new 
report showing home val¬ 
ues have recovered across 
Canada to where they 
were before the recent 
market drop. 

Economists agree, saying 
the power has shifted to a 
seller’s market in recent 
months, after the buyers 
were in control for more 
than a year. 

“(The) bounce back that 
began in early spring has 
made this recession one of 


the shortest on record for re¬ 
al estate,” said the Re/Max 
Bricks and Mortar Report re¬ 
leased Thursday. 

The survey says values are 
ahead of record highs set in 
2008 in seven of the 11 mar¬ 
kets surveyed for the broker¬ 
age network. The national 
average price was $312,585, 
up 0.5 per cent from a year 
ago. 

Re/Max said low interest 
rates, pent-up demand, and 
improved affordability as a 
result of record low inter¬ 
est rates are behind the re¬ 
covery. 

The survey shows sales

Gretzky said in a state¬ 
ment. “Since both remain¬ 
ing bidders have made it 
clear that I don’t fit into 
their future plans, I ap¬ 
proached general manager 
Don Maloney and suggest¬ 
ed he begin looking for 
someone to replace me as 
coach.”

Although it emerged as a 
crowd-pleaser at this 
year’s Toronto Internation¬ 
al Film Festival, Drew Bar¬ 
rymore’s directorial debut 
Whip It is a more 
unconventional movie 
than one might expect. 

Not only does its story of 
a small-town Texas girl 
named Bliss (Halifax native 
Ellen Page) who spurns the 
beauty pageant circuit to 
join a local roller derby 
team skate circles around 
sports-movie cliches, it also 
cuts its heroine’s disapprov¬ 
ing mother (Marcia Gay 
Harden) a surprising 
amount of slack. 


“That’s the love story,” 
explains Barrymore. “I 
wanted to surprise 
people, and 

have it not be 
about Bliss 
and some 

boy, but 
about a girl 
and her 
mother. I 
didn’t want 

(Harden) to be an 


archetypal villain. 

“And I also didn’t want to 
do the typical thing with 
beauty pageants, which are 
always made fun of so cruel¬ 
ly in movies. I think that do¬ 
ing pageants could definite¬ 
ly be somebody’s choice in 
life, but not for Bliss, be¬ 
cause that’s not who she is. 

Who Bliss turns out to be

By now, anyone who cares 
to know about Trailer Park 
Boys, even in the most 
passive way, already does. 
Ricky, Julian and Bubbles 
— the trio of mobile 
home-dwelling misfits 
whose get rich quick 
schemes were the focus of 
seven seasons and one 
previous movie, all shot in 
and around Halifax — are 
well on their way to 
becoming national 
comedic icons on par with 
Bob and Doug McKenzie. 

Which makes director 
Mike Clattenburg’s deci¬ 
sion to make a second film 
that simply retreads the 
past all the more confusing. 

Like most of their adven¬ 
tures, Countdown to Liquor 
Day starts with the boys in 


Upon their exit from 
the clink they find the Sun¬ 
nyvale Trailer Park aban¬ 
doned, and Bubble’s cats 
corralled by animal control, 
in favour of a new one 
owned and operated by 
their old nemesis Jim Lahey 
and his bi-sexual, cross¬ 
dressing partner Randy.

in Sunnyvale. The problem 
is that Julian, in an attempt 
to go straight has turned 
his old trailer into an auto¬ 
body shop. Things are fur¬ 
ther complicated after a 
sober Mr. Lahey falls off the 
wagon again when domes¬ 
tic problems with Randy 
arise. 

Countdown to Liquor 


Day retains the charm that 
made the television show 
an endearing guilty pleas¬ 
ure. And both the film’s be¬ 
ginning and end are well 
worth the price of admis¬ 
sion for fans. However the 
film drags badly in its mid¬ 
section, thanks to a series 
of sub-plots that ultimately 
go nowhere. 

Given the number of 
times we’ve seen Ricky, Ju¬ 
lian and Bubbles clash with 
Lahey in the trailer park it 
would have been nice for 
the writers to come up with 
some kind of twist that 
would introduce new char¬ 
acters or surroundings. 

One bright spot is an ex¬ 
panded role for wannabe 
white rapper J-Roc, played 
by former Jonovision host 
Jonathan Torrens, whose 
ridiculous gangsta dialect is 
a highlight throughout the 
movie.

review Beware when Holly¬ 
wood hacks remake a clas¬ 
sic and call it a reinvention.

The haphazard, com¬ 
pletely un-engaging “plot” 
cycles through four years in 
the lives of a handful of tal¬ 
ented NYC kids who man¬ 
age to wiggle their way into 
an elite arts high school. 

Dancers, singers, rappers, 
classical pianists, actors all 
jam through their life with 
the finesse of a crack fu¬ 
elled hot rod. 

Literally, each year is real¬ 
ized in incoherent 20 
minute intervals with over 
a dozen central teens hope¬ 
lessly trying to convey their 
learning curve while their 
tough, wiser than though 
professors nod in approval. 

There’s no one to root for 
in Fame, nothing to con¬ 
nect with or care about. 
And the songs are not only 
sparse, but generally use¬ 
less. 

Fame is a full-blown, high- 
gloss dud, and where Park¬ 
er’s heartfelt original was 
rated R, this PG rated stinker 
is timid enough for your tod¬ 
dler. Avoid it like acne.

No humour lost in the Great White North 


eople treat Cana¬ 
dian movies as a 
serious subject. 
The mere men¬ 
tion of a Great 
White Northern film con¬ 
jures up images of dysfunc¬ 
tional family dramas, stark 
Arctic vistas or bumbling 


Mounties. 

Writer Kathryn Monk 
summed it up nicely when 
she wrote a history of Can 
Con cinema called Weird 
Sex and Snowshoes. The ti¬ 
tle of her excellent book 
puts into words what many 
people perceive as the state 
of our homegrown film in¬ 
dustry. 

We may do our fair share 
of serious, introspective 
movies but between mo¬ 
ments of navel gazing we al¬ 
so make movies that make 
people laugh, as we’ll see in 
this weekend’s Trailer Park 
Boys: Countdown to Liquor 


Day. 

Years before the Trailer 
Park Boys brought their 
own brand of East Coast, 
humour to the big screen 
another troupe of comedi¬ 
ans from the right hand 
side of the country created 
The Adventure of Faustus 
Bidgood. 

It’s a surreal comedy star¬ 
ring CODCO’s Andy Jones as 
a provincial department of 
education clerk who fanta¬ 
sizes about becoming presi¬ 
dent of People’s Republic of 
Newfoundland and seced¬ 
ing from Canada. 

The film, which was the 


first movie produced entire¬ 
ly in Newfoundland with 
home-based cast, crew, and 
funding, is a little inconsis¬ 
tent in tone — it was shot 
over a 10 year span as mon¬ 
ey was raised little by little 
— but is a riot of sight gags 
and unconventional hu¬ 
mour. 

Better known is Les Boys, 
a 1997 Quebec-made come¬ 
dy that forms the corner¬ 
stone of the most successful 
Quebec made film series of 
all time. 

The story, which echoes 
Slap Shot with a touch of 
Mystery, Alaska thrown in, 


sees a ragtag group of ama¬ 
teur hockey players squar¬ 
ing off against a Mafia boss’ 
team to win back owner¬ 
ship of their coach's bar. 

It’s raunchy formulaic 
fun that has spawned two 
successful sequels and a tel¬ 
evision series. 

Our final Canadian come¬ 
dy found inspiration from 
an unlikely source. Strange 
Brew, the Bob and Doug 
McKenzie (Dave Thomas 
and Rick Moranis) film 
about something rotten at 
the Elsinore Brewery, is 
loosely based on Hamlet, 
with the McKenzie Brothers 


taking the roles of Rosen- 
crantz and Guildenstern. 

For all the great films 
we’ve made in this country 
Saturday Night Live czar 
Lome Michaels jokes a 
Canadian would never 
make a film called It’s a 
Wonderful Life because 
“that would be bragging.” 
He says the Canadian ver¬ 
sion would be called It’s an 
All Right Life. Sounds like 
the next great Canadian 
comedy to me.

Moore's manifesto 

Doc director rails against corporate greed in Capitalism 



Michael Moore takes aim at the U.S. economic system with a 
dash of his satiric humour in Capitalism: A Love Story.

feature The Invention Of 
Lying is being presented as 
the latest film from Ricky 
Gervais — and that’s fair. 
After all, the guy co-wrote 
and co-directed the movie 
in addition to playing the 
lead. 

However, it’s worth not¬ 
ing that Ricky Gervais is 
not the lone creative voice 
behind the project. The 
concept (about the first 
man to ever tell a lie in an 
imagined truth-filled 
world) actually came from 
co-writer/co-director 
Matthew Robinson, who 
makes his feature filmmak¬ 
ing debut with the film. 

“I was basically just an 
unknown screenwriter 
working in Los Angeles for 
the last ten years,” Robin¬ 
son told Metro. “I wrote 
the script and got it to pro¬ 
ducer Linda Obst. I told 
her that I would love to 
get it to Ricky Gervais on a 
lark. I thought I had no 
chance.” 


Robinson was not only 
able to land Gervais as the 
star of his film, but also as 
a creative collaborator. 
“He said after reading 
page 10 he called his 
agent and asked for my 
phone number. Three 
weeks later I was in Lon¬ 
don working on the script 
with him.” 

Despite having never 
even met before, Ricky 
Gervais and Matt Robinson 
were able to find a creative 
groove instantly. 

“The more we worked on 
the script and the more we 
fell in love with the story, 
the more Ricky became 
worried about giving it to 
another director,” says 
Robinson. 

Both Robinson and Ger¬ 
vais were pleased with their 
collaboration and had no 
problem bringing the script 
to life as co-directors. 

“We worked in exactly 
the same way as I do with 
Steve Merchant. We had 
one simple rule. We didn’t 
compromise. One veto 
from either of us and it was 
out,” says Gervais.

Michael Moore is a 
filmmaker who sparks in¬ 
stant anger or 
appreciation whenever 
he’s mentioned. 

The director helped make 
documentaries marketable 
when his controversial 
Fahrenheit 9/11 became the 
first non-fiction film to 
gross over $100 million, 
while his satirical style has 
influenced a generation of 
documentary filmmakers 
and expanded the possibili¬ 
ties of the medium. 

However, Moore’s hard 
left political stance has 
earned him as many ene¬ 
mies as fans. One of the crit¬ 
icisms most commonly 
launched against Moore is 
that his movies are so 
loaded with his opinions 
that they can’t be consid¬ 
ered documentaries be¬ 
cause they lack objectivity. 

It’s an unfair argument 
that seems to misunder¬ 
stand what he does as a 


filmmaker. “I’ve said for a 
long time these are cine¬ 
matic op-ed pieces,” Moore 
told Metro. “They’re my 
take on things. The facts in 
them are 100 per cent cor¬ 
rect, but the opinions are 
mine. I may be right or I 
may be wrong.” 

Michael Moore’s latest 
cinematic essay is Capital¬ 
ism: A Love Story — open- 
ning next Friday — a film 
about America’s greed-dri¬ 
ven corporate culture and 
how it led to the current 


economic recession. The 
movie combines many of 
the arguments against big 
business that Moore has 
made throughout his ca¬ 
reer. 

“There was a point when 
Manifesto was a potential ti¬ 
tle,” says Moore. “I really set 
out to make this film with 
the attitude of if I weren’t 
able to make another film 
after this, what would my 
last film say? That was the 
trigger for a lot of what’s in 
there. It really is an exten-

sion of a lot of the things 
I’ve been saying for 20 
years.” 

Of course, a depressing 
movie about economics is 
not exactly destined to be a 
crowd pleaser. That’s some¬ 
thing that Moore took to 
heart when making the 
film, knowing he would 
have to lighten the tone 
with his patented brand of 
satiric humour. “The risk 
when it came to asking the 
studio for money to make 
the film was saying, ‘I think 
people will come on a Fri¬ 
day night to see a movie 
that is essentially an exami¬ 
nation of the economic sys¬ 
tem,”’ said Moore. “That’s 
really not what you think of 
doing when you get home 
on Friday and want to es¬ 
cape at the movies. I had a 
huge challenge in front of 
me to try and figure out 
how to make this a piece of 
entertaining cinema that is 
hopefully thought-provok¬ 
ing as well.”

Harry Connick Jr. did it Your Way 


Singer gets an assist from 
Clive Davis on latest album

Harry Connick Jr. has 
accomplished a lot in his 
career — he’s released 
more than 20 albums, act¬ 
ed on TV and on film — 
but one thing he’s never 
done, until recently, was 
work with Clive Davis. In 
fact, he hadn’t even met 
the legendary producer 
until he was summoned to 
his office in New York. 

“My manager called me 
and said Clive Davis wants 
to meet with you,” Connick 
tells Metro. “I didn’t know 
what that meant.” 

It turned out Davis want¬ 
ed the veteran jazz musi¬ 
cian to sing an album of fa¬ 
mous pop songs. It sounds 
easy enough, but it turned 
out to be a lot harder to do 
than the singer thought. 


“I’ve never collaborated 
with someone before,” he 
says. “So I’d write some 
arrangements and he 
would be like ‘those strings 
are too high’ or ‘there 
shouldn’t be a guitar in 
there.’ I got really bristly. 
My ego was hurt.” 

It wasn’t just the music 
that Davis criticized, it was 
the song selection and the 
name of the album too. 
Connick originally wanted 
to sing a Nat King Cole 
song, but Davis said it was¬ 
n’t popular enough. He also 
hoped to call the disc A 
Love Like Ours, which is a 
line from the Beatles song 
And I Love Her (it appears 
on the disc). Davis said no. 

“He said this is not a 
record about love songs, it’s 
a record about familiarity 
and presenting songs to 
people that they know, so 
you have to call it Your 


Songs,” he says. “I didn’t 
know if I wanted to do that, 
but you know what? I let 
him have it. 

“Am I selling out? I don’t 
know. Am I acquiescing to 
the point of diluting what I 
believe? I don’t think so. 
I’m just having a different 


type of experience.” 

Connick is being hard on 
himself — while the new 
disc won’t go down as be¬ 
ing one of his best — the 
jazzy pop orchestral 
arrangements, which he 
wrote himself, are bright, 
full and complex, and the 


song selection is exactly 
what Davis wanted, popu¬ 
lar and familiar. There’s Bil¬ 
ly Joel’s Just The Way You 
Are, Nat King Cole’s Mona 
Lisa and Elton John’s Your 
Song, among other popular 
tunes. 

While Connick has

Harry Connick Jr. 

recorded other people’s 
music in the past — he’s al¬ 
so penned plenty of origi¬ 
nals — doing something 
like this, something that’s 
obviously geared toward 
the masses, is a change. 

But, he explains that, un¬ 
like some artists, he doesn’t 
just waltz in on a weekend 
to lay down vocals. “I’m the 
guy who says that note is 
flat. I’m the guy who does 
all the work, not some of it. 
Every note you see the or¬ 
chestra playing is what I 
did. Singing is just part of 
the process.”

The title of Min Sook-Lee’s 
My Toxic Baby sounds like 
a horror film, and in a way, 
that designation is apt.

Actress says John was 'a good man' despite incest allegations 


Mackenzie Phillips is 
defending her father John 
Phillips as “a good man/’ 
despite her claims that 
they had an incestuous af¬ 
fair. 

But her stepmother 
Michelle Phillips says 
Phillips is lying about the af¬ 
fair and is just tiying to cash 
in on her book. 

The 49-year-old former 
child actress writes in her 
new book, High on Arrival, 
that she had a decade-long 
sexual relationship with her 
father, and alleges they had 
sex on the night before she 
was to get married in 1979 
at age 19. 

She wrote in her book: “I 
woke up that night from a 
blackout to find myself hav¬ 
ing sex with my own fa¬ 
ther.” John Phillips, who 
died of heart failure in 
2001, was the leader of the 
1960s group the Mamas and 
the Papas. 

Phillips, 49, who starred 


on TV’s One Day at a Time, 
said the sexual relationship 
with her father lasted a 
decade and ended when she 
became pregnant and 
didn’t know who had fa¬ 
thered the child. She had an 
abortion, for which her fa¬ 
ther paid. 

Interviewed on NBC’s To¬ 
day show Thursday, Phillips 
said it was “a very permis¬ 
sive time and a very rock ’n’ 
roll world and pretty much 
anything went.” Her father 
“did the best he could,” she 
said. 

Phillips, who said she first 
tried cocaine at age 11, said 
her father did drugs with 
her, taught her to roll joints 
and injected her with co¬ 
caine. Last October, Phillips 
pleaded guilty in Los Ange¬ 
les to possessing cocaine 
and was ordered to com¬ 
plete an 18-month drug 
treatment program.

Cohen wows crowd at controversial Israeli show 


“Anything done here invites controversy. 
But we believe freedom of speech is very, 
very important.”

Leonard Cohen wowed an 
adoring audience Thurs¬ 
day night, crooning his 
iconic ballads at his first 
show in Israel in 30 years 
and ignoring a political 
storm over his appearance. 

The Canadian song¬ 
writer, best known for his 
dark poetic lyrics, enter¬ 
tained fans at Ramat Gan 
stadium near Tel Aviv. 
Some in the audience wore 
black fedora hats, a tribute 
to one of his trademarks. 

The concert sparked a 
protest long before it took 
place on a warm night 
near the Israeli seashore. 


Some Palestinian ac¬ 
tivists called for a boycott 
because of Israel’s punish¬ 
ing invasion of Gaza, 
aimed at stopping daily 
rocket attacks. More than 
1,150 Palestinians, includ¬ 
ing hundreds of civilians, 
were killed in the three- 
week offensive in January. 

Cohen responded to the 
critics by offering to per¬ 


form in the West Bank city 
of Ramallah as well. He 
said the show’s proceeds 
would go to Israeli-Pales- 
tinian peace organizations. 

But a pro-Palestinian 
group called Academic and 
Cultural Boycott of Israel 
urged the singer to cancel 
the shows and launched a 
protest campaign. 

“There are a lot of peo¬ 


ple who don’t want us 
here, and anything done 
here invites controversy,” 
Cohen’s manager, Robert 
Kory, told The Associated 
Press. “But we believe free¬ 
dom of speech is very, very 
important.” 

“Cohen wants the mon¬ 
ey to go toward changing 
hearts and to bring peace,” 
Kory said. He said most of 
the money will go to the 
Parents Circle, an Israeli- 
Palestinian group of be¬ 
reaved parents that helps 
families from both sides 
who lost loved ones in the

Clive Owen returns with parent drama

When Clive Owen signed 
on as the lead in The Boys 
Are Back, about a journal¬ 
ist forced to cope with sin¬ 
gle parenthood after his 
wife dies, he didn't rush 
out to meet the man 
whose memoir inspired 
the film — Simon Carr. 

“I felt it was better to go 
in and interpret it from my 
own thing. I thought it 
would be better to go in 
clean,” Owen said at the 
Toronto International Film 
Festival, where the drama 
screened. 

The Boys Are Back — 
opening in Toronto this 
Friday, and in Vancouver 
and Montreal on Oct. 2 — 
stars Owen as Joe, a sports 
writer shellshocked when 
his wife dies of cancer and 
he becomes a single parent 
to their six-year-old son 
(Nicholas McAnulty). 
Things become even more 
complicated when his 
teenage son from a previ¬ 
ous marriage (George 
MacKay) comes to visit. 

Owen said it wasn’t until 
one of the last days of 
shooting that Carr brought 
his two boys — now aged 
19 and 26 — to the set. 

“The guy whose life we’d 
just been portraying... was 
suddenly there,” said 
Owen, “and seeing the two 
boys meet the two (actor) 
boys was quite striking as 
well because they were ob¬ 
viously more grown up 
now but they had similar 
energies.” 

Owen also brought his 
two children to the set in 
South Australia, where 
most of the film was shot. 
For director Scott Hicks, it 
was his first time making a 
movie in his home state of 
South Australia since 
1996’s Shine. 

“It had a veiy family feel 
about it, the way we were 
putting it together, and in 
a subtle way those things 
can rub off onto a film,”

Owen said. 

But don’t confuse it for 
sentimentality — Owen 
wanted to reflect the 
book’s pragmatic nature. 
“I didn’t want the film to 
be ... overwrought,” he 
said. “I wanted it to push 
the more difficult tones be¬ 
cause any parent knows 
that the whole bringing up 
kids is a constant, chang¬ 
ing negotiation.” 

What some parents 
might not relate to, Owen 
acknowledged, is the free¬ 
dom his character bestows 


upon his children as part 
of his newfound “free 
range parenting” style and 
“Just Say Yes” mantra. 

In particular, Owen said, 
is a scene in which his 
character drives a jeep 
along a beach while his 
son rides on the hood. 

“The film is an examina¬ 
tion of a guy trying to do¬ 
ing it on his own. It’s very 
much a guy’s perspective 
and a mother would never 
do that,” Owen said. 

In the end of both the 
memoir and the movie, 
the father’s liberal parent¬ 
ing proves to be “fallible,” 
he noted. 

“I believe in the notion 
that maybe we’re a little 
too quick to say ‘no’ to 
things and we’re not sort 
of very available and open, 
but that kind of winging it 
ultimately is going to col¬ 
lapse. You can’t cariy on 
like that.” the Canadian press

family Onetime reality 
show star Victoria Gotti is fi¬ 
nally admitting that her fa¬ 
ther, the former head of the 
Gambino crime family, was 
behind some of the most no¬ 
torious murders in recent 
New York history, 
people.com reports. 

“I loved the man ... but I 
loathed the life, his 
lifestyle,” Gotti, 46, tells the 
CBS newsmagazine 48 
Hours Mystery in an episode 
to be aired Saturday. “How 



would lie awake nights and 
cry. ‘Is my dad gonna come 
home? Is he gonna go to jail 
again? ... Is he going to get 
hurt? Is he gonna get 
killed?’” 


John Gotti, who died of 
cancer in prison in 2002, fi¬ 
nally lost his nickname as 
the Teflon Don in 1992, 
.when he was convicted 
| of 13 murders, includ- 
Jing the slaying of his 
f predecessor, Paul Castel- 
J lano, outside a New York 


steakhouse. 

But Gotti had been fin¬ 
gered as the mastermind be¬ 
hind many more, such as 
the 1980 disappearance and 
apparent murder of a neigh¬ 
bour who accidentally ran 
over and killed Gotti’s 12- 
year-old son Frank. 

It was in that latter case 
that Victoria claims she de¬ 
manded that her father ex¬ 
act “justice,” according to 48 
Hours Mystery.
